They asked the court to order us to get rid of most of oursstores and also the manufacturing facilities 
which supply you with A&P coffee, Ann Page products, Jane Parker baked goods, and other quality 


_ items we produce. 


This would mean higher food prices for you. It would mean less food on every dinner table and fewer 


dollars in every pay envelope. 


It would mean the end of A&P as you know it. 


This poses a basic question for the American people: Do they want to continue to enjoy lower prices and 
better living? Or do they want to break up A&P and pay higher prices, and have lower living standards?

If the anti-trust lawyers succeed in destroying A&P, the way will be clear for 
the destruction of every other efficient large-scale distributor. 


Who Will Be Hurt? 


There has never been any question in our mind that it is good business and 
good citizenship to sell good food as cheaply as possible. As Fortune Magazine 
said about A&P some time ago, “It is firmly attached to the one great principle —

But we believe this attack is a threat to millions of consumers who rely on us 
for quality foods at low prices; ‘to farmers who rely on us for fast, low-cost distri- 
bution of their products; and to our loyal employees. 


We feel that it is our responsibility to all these people to defend, by: every 
legitimate means, this company and the low-price policy on which it was built.

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Too Expensive a Luxury 


The growing cost of government and 
the demand for more and more services is 
increasing the numbers of those who be- 
lieve duplicating functions of city and 
county government are luxuries that are 
too expensive. 

Hearing by the Local Government 
Commission last week on ways and means 
of providing Atlanta room in which to 
grow has started a great deal of serious 
thinking on the subject, not only in At- 
lanta but in other Georgia cities as well. 
City-county consolidation, the Macon Tele- 
graph points out, is a live issue in all the 
more populous counties of the State. 

What would happen, the Thomasville 
Times-Enterprise wants to know, if city 
government in many Georgia counties 
were abolished and a form of government 
devised which would meet the needs of 
both? Well, for one thing, the taxpayers 
would cheer loud and long. 

A single government has been proposed 
for Atlanta and Fulton, with the portions 
of Fulton which comprised old Milton to 
the north and old Campbell to the south 
remaining outside the new setup. 

The South Georgia daily goes on to say 
it would be “perfectly willing to turn over 
all the affairs of government in Thomas 
County and Thomasville to a board of 
commissioners and let them run it as a 
unit instead of a separate taxing and 
spending authority.” 


Just Plain Dirt 


Acreage in Georgia devoted to perma- 
nent pastures has increased by more than 
half a million acres since 1935. Winter 
grazing lands have grown from 100,000 
to about 500,000 acres in the last decade. 
Small grain-crop acreages have more than 
doubled in the same time. | 

Lespedeza acreage in the State has 
doubled since 1940 and the acreage of all 
types of hays has been more than doubled 
since 1928. 

As the acreage of soil-saving crops has 
gone up, that in row crops has declined. 
Yet at the same time the per-acre yield of 
corn and cotton has been raised so that 
total production has not lagged. 


A Fine Job---But 


Although Georgia is doing twice as 
much industrial research as it did in 1945, 
the State is still far below the national 
average in that field. 

That is the assertion made by H. Mc- 
Kinley Conway, director of the Southern 
Association of Science and Industry, be- 
fore the Georgia Committee of the SASI 
meeting here last week. 

Conway backed up his statement with 
facts like these: 

In 1948 Georgians received only 107 of 
the 25,991 patents granted in the nation. 
The Georgia figure is one-fifth of the av- 
erage for the 48 States. 

Georgia has only 27 research labera- 
tories in operation as compared to 708 for 
New York and 342 for Illinois. 


That, we believe, is the ultimate goal 
and one with which a majority will agree. 

But, and with this the Times-Enterprise 
agrees, a lot of thinking and planning will 
have to be done before such a plan can 
prove workable and efficient. That is why 
we think annexation probably is the an- 
swer to Atlanta’s immediate problem, 
with consolidation to come as soon as the 
necessary details can be worked out. 

There is not much doubt, as the Tele- 
graph says, that elimination of duplication 
in the assessments and collections of taxes 
and the provision of a single police force 
for city and county constitute only a few 
of the advantages of consolidation. 

The Macon paper gives the Bibb 
County delegation in the General Assem- 
bly credit for initiating the movement 
many years ago for a constitutional amend- 
ment permitting city-county government 
mergers. It points out that Fulton and 
Muscogee insisted on being exempted from 
the provision. “And yet,” the Telegraph 
continued, “these two counties have prob- 
ably been agitating more frequently and 
more earnestly for a city-county merger 
than any others in the State.” 

“But perhaps,” the Telegraph sighs, 
“the day is not far off when public-spir- 
ited citizens in Macon and Bibb County, 
birthplace of the merger idea, will once 
more return to this proposal and carry it 
into effect.” 


Those are some of the facts that Geor- 
gains can consider as they observe the ef- 
fects of the beginning we have made at 
soil conservation practices. 


“Roll out the carpet with grasses and 
legumes.” That is the soil conservationists’ 
slogan. 


Well, we have finally started rolling it 
out after years of misuse and prodigious 
waste have left Nature’s flooring scarred 
and worn and barren. 


Slowly we are awakening to the fact 
that man’s greatest natural resource is the 
topsoil, just plain dirt, on which depends 
not only his living, but even life itself. 


Much of the nation’s industrial research 
is done by nonprofit foundations, but with 
899. such foundations in the country only 
13 of them are in Georgia. 

Most of the foundations Georgia does 
have, the SASI director pointed out, are 
concerned with child care, aid to the blind, 
the aged or the diseased. 

He thinks, and we agree, that the 
South’s philanthropists might direct more 
attention and cash to study and experi- 
mentation in the industrial field. 

Like the chicken and the egg relation- 
ship, it’s hard to tell whether industrial 
research is the cause or the result of in- 
dustrial progress. 

Of this we are sure, that the two go 
hand in hand.

Will ‘Political Risk’ Delay Tax Revision? 


Public opinion remaining high for tax revision, the question in political circles now is not “if” 
Georgia will get tax revision, but “when”—whether it will come in January, 1950, or January, 1951. 
One or two members of the Tax Revision Committee have been quoted as saying they preferred to 
wait until 1951 for tax revision. They favor a sales tax, and they figured from a practical political 
standpoint, that the Legislature wouldn’t switch to a sales tax base for a new tax program on the 


eve of a political campaign next January. 
Actually, the members of the Tax Revision 
Committee have only a limited choice of “when” 
tax revision is to come. That is a matter for the 
Legislature to determine, itself. When the Gen- 
eral Assembly placed new emergency taxes on 
the people recently, it sought to ease this burden 
by stressing that the new taxes are only “stop- 
gap” until tax revision can come. Some solons 
criticized the Tax Revision Committee for not 
having a report ready for the special session, and 
the General Assembly unanimously demanded 
that the Committee have its recommendations 


ready by Dec. 1. 


If the Committee follows the Legisla- 
ture’s orders, it will lay the recommenda- 
tions for total tax revision on the table and 
then be dismissed with appreciation for a 
job well done. The General Assembly, it- 
self, will decide whether it wants to enact 
total tax revision in January, or leave the 
report on the table for another year. 


' Quite a few thousands of dollars have been 
spent by the Tax Revision Committee in its 
studies, its publications, its research, and costs of 
transporting members to Atlanta for meetings. 
The membership is outstanding. The work of the 
present group, to date, has been excellent, ob- 
servers agree. The criticism by some solons 
was unjustified, since the present group couldn’t 
have prepared recommendations in time for the 
session. 

The words of praise from throughout the 
State could easily turn to bitter words of de 
nunciation, however, were this Committee to 
come in with a report like this in December: “We 
believe tax revision is too hot a potato to touch 
in a political year, so we recommend that nothing 
be done.” Thus tax revision, so near, would die 


the death it has died in the past—and this Com- 
mittee, in its own failure, would sabotage efforts 
to create new Committees for years to come. 


After those few glimpses at a dark picture 
in event the Committee should lay down on 
its job, we report that rapid progress is being 
made by the committee, which is headed by Gov. 
Talmadge. The two subcommittees are expected 
to have their recommendations ready to offer the 
full committee Oct. 10. Then the full group will 
draft its report to be printed-and distributed to 
Legislators Dec. 1. 

Interest in tax revision continues at a high 
peak, Secretary Bill Lester reports. He and mem- 
bers of the Committee are getting invitations to 
speak several times a week on the subject. Mem- 
bers of the Georgia Municipal Association, City 
Managers’ Associatign, State Association of Secre- 
taries of Commerce, and Georgia Association of 
Tax Assessors showed much interest in tax re- 
vision, according to Lester, who addressed these 


groups. 


NATIONAL ATTENTION on good prison con- 
ditions in Georgia will be sought, by Assistant 
State Director of Corrections Bryan Hatchett and 
Tattnall Warden Frank Balcolm when they go to 
the National Prison Officials Association conven- 
tion in Milwaukee soon. They will carry pic- 
tures of modern prison plants in this State to ex- 
hibit at the convention. 


STUDENTS at the University of Georgia’s 
Landscape Architect School may help do over the 
lawn of the State Capitol. Gov. Talmadge is in- 
terested in re-landscaping the Capitol grounds. 
Hubert Owens, head of the school, says he will 
let the students use this as a class project. 
Nurserymen are offering shrubs and plants to 
beautify the grounds. Members of the Georgia 
Federation of Garden Clubs are interested, Mrs. 
R. E. Lee, who is in charge of the cafeteria at 
the Capitol, originated the idea.

Ellis Arnall 
And UNESCO 


wes Ellis Arnall, former Governor of Georgia, 
S & has been sent to France as an American dele- 
c_ gate to the current session of UNESCO — The 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization. 
Arnall, in his usual thorough manner, studied the record of 
the organization before leaving and came up with the conclusion 
that while it is ong of the less spectacular of the United Nations 
bodies, it has probably done more sound work than any other one. 
International co-operation is difficult for many reasons. 


Program UNESCO was created in the hope that by its meet- 

ings it might bring the nations of the world closer 
together in mutual understanding and respect and thereby make 
it possible for them to live together in peace. UNESCO was to 
do the ground work among peoples on the level of education and 
cultural interests. The idea was to bring together teachers, artists 
and leaders in the field of human relationships for discussion and 
exchange of ideas so that some sort of international standards 
might be attained and, more important, some sort of mechanism 
created whereby there would be a flow of ideas and information 


in exchange. 
Hopes It is an old idea. Not until the United Nations organi- 
zation was created, however, was it possible to have a 
UNESCO. For-years we have been saying that if only the peoples 
of the world khew of each other’s hopes, fears and aspirations for 
themselves, their homes, institutions and children, there would 
be a decrease to all sorts of searchings for power in all] fields, 
religious, economic, political and milit&ry. 


Work UNESCO strives to work through acquaintance—through 
the simple apparatus of allowing them to know about 
one another. 
There is just a chance that if we can prevent the top brass 
in the world from bringing on a war-in the next 20 years, that 
UNESCO may make enough progress to prevent it after that. 


Record Gov. Arnall produced the following copy of a summary 

of UNESCO achievements which a friend had sent 
him, preparatory to his departure for Paris and the fourth session 
of the general conference: 


“ ‘Pilot educational experiments’ have been started in Haiti, 
China and East Africa. An exciting thing happened in the Mar- 
bial Valley of Haiti. It was found that there even the most 
basic educational work was impossible without better roads 
and sanitation. Encouraged by UNESCO experts, the natives 
themselves went into action. They built the first all-year road 
to the nearest town and dug wells, with the result that the 
Haitian Government qualified for help from the UN Technical 
Mission, the World Health Organization, the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization and the American-Haitian Food Production 
Service. 

“Today the valley has better, if still primitive, agricultural 
methods, health is reported improved, and educational classes 
are now being held. 

“UNESCO seminars have helped teachers make up for lost 
years. - Educational missions have been sent to Siam, the Phil- 
ippines and Afghanistan at the request of these governments in 
a campaign against illiteracy. ° 

“Books are being translated and exchanged in libraries 
throughout the world on the UNESCO circuit. UNESCO offers 
175 fellowships. It has begun issuance of a weekly radio 
script, ‘UNESCO World Review.’ 

“In the field of science, the best-known venture is the re- 
search project in the valley of the Amazon. The purpose of this 
experiment is to determine what one of the great uncharted 
areas of the earth can yield for the benefit of mankind. 
Field stations have been established in Uruguay, China, India 
and Egypt. 

“UNESCO has given grants to a dozen war-devastated coun- 
tries. It has spent $50,000 to help establish 31 schools for des- 
titute Arab refugees. It has provided services to nearly 30 
organizations sponsoring 200 work camps in Europe and spon- 
sored an international federation of children’s villages.” 


, This may seem small and unimportant. But it is, nevertheless, 
the bricks and straw of which enduring peace is made. These small 
doings and deeds, magnified through the years, will multiply like 
kudzu and will, to tangle the metaphors, cast their beams of light 


into far corners of the world. 

Chance No man may understand his neighbor and his neigh- 
bor’s ways. There must be an understanding and an 

acquaintanceship. 

UNESCO may emerge, finally, as one of the more successful 
of our international agencies working for world peace, 

Gov. Arnall’s appointment to the conference was a tribute to 
him and to the South. Arnall remains one of the best-informed, 
best-read and most respected figures the South has given to public 
life and his experience with UNESCO will be grist in the mill 
of what is really a very fine and able mind. It also may lead to 
even more important appointments of a nonpolitical nature.

profitable only in the educational sense.

The Venezuela Basic Economy Corporation— 
or Veebec, as it is universally called here—got 
under way early in 1947. Its objective was to 
aid the Venezuelan economy not only by its own 
contribution, but also by providing an example 
of the advantages and profits of the progressive 
method of doing things. 


Since Venezuela’s greatest shortage was— 
and is—of food, Veebec’s efforts have been 
directed toward the production and the 
more equitable distribution of edibles, its 
four main projects thus far consisting of: 
1, Fisheries; 2, farming; 3, food distribu- 
tion, and 4, milk. 


Fishing was the first field Veebec entered 
because it seemed ripe for immediate exploita- 
tion. The waters off Venezuela abound with 


fish but, except for a few canneries, the coun- , 


try’s fishing industry consisted of a relatively 
few short-range boats without adequate refrig- 
eration facilities. Methods were primitive and 
the take was small. Obviously, all that was 
needed was modern equipment and Stateside 
know-how. So Veebec . bought some _ boats 
equipped with the latest scientific devices for 
locating, catching and preserving fish. It also 
installed a refrigeration plant and fishery at 
Puerto La Cruz and two ice stations at. strate- 
gically located islands. It figured on everything, 
in short, except the fish. 
unco-operative. 

In the first place, while they are off the 
caast of Venezuela in great numbers, they reside 
at depths much greater than those at which 
most fishing operations off the coasts of the 
United States are carried on. Moreover, they 
are there in great variety as well as numbers, 
so that netting operations were not only im- 
practical, but also resulted, when _ successful, 
in a conglomerate catch which required a tre- 
mendous job of sorting. The result is that, 
after spending $2,000,000, Veebec is back at the 
hook-and-line operation of the Venezuelans at 
which it laughed when it was inaugurated.

But Mr. Rockefeller, whose patience is apparently ex- 


been more successful. It operates an 8,000-acre 
cattle farm which is already in the black, fly- 
ing meat from its. herd of 4,000 head to oil-worker 
camps in the vicinity. On another farm, of 
2,500 acres, it is endeavoring to produce corn, 
Venezuela’s basic foodstuff, by completely 
mechanized means. On a third and still smaller 
farm of.1,000 acres, it is now producing black- 
beans, onions and corn, its original effort to 
grow fresh vegetables having failed. Its remain- 
ing farm undertaking, a chicken ranch near 
Caracas, is paying off, although Veebec is still 
having to import feed. 

Its food distribution project, into which Vee- 
bec has poured between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000, 
stemmed from a conviction that the exorbitant 
cost of Venezuelan food was due to poor distri- 
bution and unwarranted .markups at both the 
wholesale and retail levels. So Veebec not only 
entered the wholesale distribution field, but also 
the retail one, constructing Venezuela’s first self- 
service, cash-and-carry supermarkets. These 
latter have been a success if only in that other 
retailers are following theif example. 

Veebec’s original efforts in the milk field— 
that of reconstituting powdered milk for dis- 
tribution at reasonable prices—failed. But it 
has now gone in with some Venezuelan dairy- 
men and a U. S. milk products company to pur- 
chase and operate a relatively small pasteuriza- . 
tion plant at Valencia. This, less than a $350,000 
project, is the most successful of Veebec’s opera- 
tions to date. 

Ultimately, of course, if Mr. Rockefeller’s pa- 
tience and money hold out, there is no reason 
why most of Veebec’s projects shouldn’t succeed. 
But to date it is only fair to state that no one 
is clamoring for stock in them the way they are 
in some of the other enterprises in which he has 
an interest. 

Undoubtedly, there is much. to be said for 
President Truman’s Point Four program. ut 
whoever undertakes it would do well, before he 
goes bursting into under-developed areas—with 
his heart full of good intentions, his suitcase full 
of money and his head full of ideas of revolu- 
tionizing things—to have a long, long talk with 
the man who has sponsored Veebec.

I would like to take a few “minutes to bring to your attention one of the most pitiful cases of 


human poverty that I have run into recently.

The father of this family of four has been 
struggling the best he can with a job trying to 
make a living for the family. 

The mother is able to work about two months 
out of the year. 7 

In this family of four is a sorry, shiftless son 
of age, who could if he wanted to get out and 
work and help support the family. 

It seems that this son. had rather .spend his 
time working up alibis:'as to why he can’t 
work and help support the family, being critical 
of the limited opportunities that the family has 
because of their limited income and trying to 
work out ways to get most of the family income 
for his personal pleasure. .... 1 

The other member of this family is a daughter 
of school age, who is: bright as a dollar and has 
every ambition in the world to improve herself 
and the conditions forced on: her family. 


It is a struggle for this family to earn 

more than $12 a. month and this $12 a month 
_ is all that they have te keep them going. 

It is a pitiful sight te see this family 
trying to hold themselves together on this 
poverty-stricken basis, all caused by the 
father participating in the bitter partisan 
politics which turned all his neighbors 
against him. 


Last year when I had the opportunity to 
check the finances of this family, I found that 
even though they only had $12 a month on 
which to operate, they were very methodical 
in dividing up the money to meet the various 
‘ needs of the family. 

You will be interested in a discussion-of the 
items that I found. This family’s budget will be 
the controlling factor in whether or not your 
organization -will take this family of four on 
as a ‘project to assist them financially in living 
a normal life. 

The one child in the family of school age, 
who I said was very ambitious for a good edu- 
cation to improve her way of life, was up against 
a heartbreaking problem. 

I found that this child had to go to a second- 
rate school because the family could not afford 
to pay more than $5.32 a month for her educa- 
tion. 

There was a school across the line which was 
a top-ranking school, which had proper equip- 
ment, proper teachers to teach the various courses 
and proper transportation to the school, but 
the family could not afford to have their daugh- 
ter attend this school because it would cost 
$10 a month and they just could not afford the 
extra $4.68 a month out of their monthly budget 
of $12.00. 

Even if your organization did nothing more 
than see that this child was able to attend the 
top-ranking school by supplying the small 
amount of extra money needed, in my opinion 
your organization would win everlasting grati- 
tude of this girl and her family. 

This family of four which I am bringing to 
your attention lives under very unsanitary con- 
ditions. 

There is bad need for someone to put on a 
project to eliminate the disease-carrying insects, 
to check the water pollution, to see that the vari- 
ous members of the family receive the pre- 
ventive injections which will keep them from 
becoming the victims of various diseases. 


I find that this family, in dividing up 
its money, has only 56c to buy the necessary 
things to keep all members of the family 
well and healthy. This 56c a month will 
do little more than buy a can of Flit to kill 
the insects, much less keep the conditions 
around the home in a healthful and sanitary 
condition. 


All members of this family are constantly 
threatened with nervous breakdowns, contrac- 
tion of tuberculosis and other illnesses. ; 

Most any day illness could cause any one 
of them to be sent to an institution for treat- 
ment. 

Last year the mother had to spend six days 
in such an institution. 

The family had only set aside $1 a month 
to take care of this sickness emergency. 

They did not have sufficient money to go to 
a first-class instYtution to receive the proper 
treatment with the proper equipment and with 
pleasant housing facilities, so it was necessary 
for this mother to go to a second-rate institution. 

It was only by the grace of God that she is 
living today. . 

To add to the burden of this family of four, 
it was necessary for Grandmother Smith, who 
was over 65 years old, to spend 51 days with 
the family. 

During this time the members of the family 
had to feed, clothe, house and give medical 
treatment to Grandma Smith and it proved to be 
a considerable burden. 

The family had set aside 88c a month from 
their $12 to meet such an emergency as this and 
it proved to be woefully inadequate to take 
care of Grandma for the 51 days. 

This family on the edge of town is living on 
a lot covering 1% acres. 

This 1% acres has grown up in weeds, the 
drainage ditches are stopped up, gullies have 
washed across the lot and the ground is full of 
holes. 

This lot is a disgrace to the community and 
the neighbors are constantly complaining that 
something ought to be done. 

This family of four had set aside $1.32 a month 
to maintain this 114 acres, and they found that 
they could do very little more than keep the 
grass cut right around the front door of the house. 

During the Wintertime, this family is really 
in a predicament. 


The house is 1,080 feet from the road 
and it is almost impossible for them to get to 
the highway during rainy and bad weather. 
This family of four have said that it would 
certainly be a great help to the family if

The driveway needed should be an _ all- 
weather road so that the child could get to school 
and products of the garden. could be carried to 
town without miring up in the mud.

way fixed, but found if it were fixed with con- | 


crete, this driveway would cost $5,400, and if 


it were fixed with gravel and asphalt, it would | 


cost $2,430.00. ; 
This was interesting—this family of four had 


set aside $1.68 a month to. pay for this. drive- 


way. 

With the $1.68 a month they were going to set 
aside enough to pay $2,430 for gravel and as- 
phalt to fix this drive, and let me assure you 
that at this rate they will never have the drive 
in their lifetime, as it will take approximately 
125 years to accumulate enough money at $1.68 
a month to do, the job. 


Last, but by no means least, it is necessary | 
for this family of four to have the necessities | 


of life such as food, clothing, water, lights, heat 
and other such items. 
The family has $1.24 a month left-out of their 
$12 a month to take care of these essential items. 
You may be. assured that under no circum- 
stances can four people live in the lap of lux- 
ury and be extravagant on $1.24 a month to 


cover the cost of all the miscellaneous essen- | 


tials of family life that I have just named. 

If some of you could think up a way to make 
the nonworking, irresponsible son of this family 
go to work and assume his share of the respon- 
sibility, this family’s problems would be con- 
siderably eased up. 


If this member of the family would as- 
sume his share of the burden and contribute 
as much as his father, at least $12 a month, 
the family problems could be met without 
putting more burden on the other members 
of the family. 


With this $12 a month that the son could 
contribute, the daughter could get an education 
in a top-ranking school. 

The mother, if she had to go to the hospital 
again, would be able to go to a first-class hos- 
pital and receive proper treatment. 

This family home place could be better main- 
tained. 

They could get the driveway built within 
6212 years instead of the 125 years. 

I know of no reason why this ablebodied 
son should not contribute his share towards the 
support of the family, do you? 

Would any of you care to maintain your 
family on the same basis that is necessary for 
this family? 

Doesn’t the plight of this family stir up your 
sympathy sufficiently to come to their aid? 

Don’t you think that the conditions that I 
have cited warrant an effort on the part of 
your organization to establish a projecet to come 
to the assistance of this family? 

Thinking that you might be interested, I am 
going to give you the name and address of this 
family so that you can do whatever you believe 
is necessary to help their situation. 


The name of this family is “The People” 
and the address is “The State of Georgia.” 
The condition of this family exactly du- 
plicates mathematically and otherwise the 
— that exist in the State of Georgia 
ay. 


The $12 a month available for this family 
of four to.spend on a per capita basis is $3 per 
person, which is identical with the amount that 
the State of Georgia has to spend on a per cap- 
ita basis. 

Three dollars per month or $36 per year 
per capita. 

The items that I have set out in the family 
budget divided by four will exactly duplicate the 
expenditures by the State Government on an 
individual basis. 

The earning capacity of the family is on 
the basis of 30 percent of the members of the 
family furnishing support, with the other 70 
percent riding free. 

The education of the child is exactly the edu- 
cation situation in Georgia today. 

The health needs of the family are exactly 
the Public Health situation as it is in Georgia 
today. » 

The institutional care of a member of the 
family exactly duplicates this situation in Geor- 
gia. 

The visit by Grandmother Smith exactly du- 
plicates the Public Welfare program carried on 
by the State. 

The maintenance of the 1%4-acre plot of 
ground exactly duplicates the problem of the 
maintenance of our public roads in the State. 

The construction of the driveway exactly du- 
plicates the magnitude of the job of the con- 
struction of highways necessary in Georgia today. 

The general living expense of the family ex- 
actly duplicates the miscellaneous activities of 
the State, such as the Courts, the Legislature, 
Public Safety Department, Agriculture Depart- 
ment and all other functions other than edu- 
cation, health, public welfare and highways. 

It is my hope that whenever in the future 
you discuss the problem of what the State 
should do or not do with the tax money that 
you will keep in mind the picture that I have 
laid before you, showing the trials and ‘tribula- 
tions of this family of four average citizens 
of Georgia. 

The problems of the State in trying to serve 
«ype interests of all the citizens are iden- 

ical. 

There is so much to do for the welfare of the 
citizens and so little to do it with, mainly be- 
cause of the lack of effort and contribution of 
financial support from one-fourth of the family, 
eliminating the wife and the school child.

A Trumpeter on 
The Ansley Roof

“Of course I am pleased, mn he burbled 


when they had finished applauding for 
‘Springtime for Henry’—“this is the first time I have ever 
starred in a production with Edward Everett Horton while 


he was engaged in stealing another man’s wife.” . 

The girl sitting beside him on the front row ef the Penthouse 
Theater swept him with a glance, as they do in the theatricals. 

“Dear,” she raised her brows acidly, “you could be a lot 
nearer Mr. Horton than you have been these two hours and 
still have a lot te learn.” 

It was one of the proofs that the theater-in-the-round, so new 
it stems directly from William Shakespeare in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, is intimate. It is more than intimate, it is personal. The 
brows of Edward Everett Horton, hilarious eyebrows that leered 
and smirked and cajoled, were close enough to every member of 
his audience to transfer the thoughts that were racing about his 
sly old wolfish mind as he said his lines. The hunch of the shoul- 
ders, the flip of his coattail, the set of his lips became their actions, 
but for the fact that at the moment he had the spotlight, not they. 


He was close enough to touch; his voice was audible enough to © 
detect the slightest whisper of suggestion, and only the clear voice | 
of a prim, young girl exhorting him to “the decent thing” seemed | 


to be separating them from witnessing seduction itself. 

All this proved, finally, that not only is all the world a stage, 
as the bard may have remarked so long ago, but all the world’s an 
actor. 

Atlanta’s stay-at- homes, including some notable ones like Gov. 
and Mrs. Herman Talmadge and Mayor William Hartsfield, who 
have not traveled to Dallas or to Miami or those other hot spots 
of the theater to witness their productions without stage properties, 
enjoyed thoroughly the first performance of the Penthouse Theater. 

It had the atmosphere of a big living room, filled with friends 
sitting around listening to a Broadway production in front of the 
family fireplace. There was, of course, no “back” of the stage, no 
“front” ... and no sides. The actors simply walked out onto a 
little setting and put on what was one of the crispest comedies the 
spectators had ever seen. 

Five hours before I had sat in the same room with at least 600 
or so other women, listening to a rallying speech for the Com- 
munity Chest. The quick change from a luncheon room to a 
theater proved the amazing flexibility of a theater without sets. 
Strangely enough, it had not lost the prime asset of the theater— 
illusion. The illusion became one that included all of the listening 
people. 

This was an old thing to the bawdy clients of the Inns Cross 
Keys, Red Bull, and The Boar’s Head in the earliest English play- 
houses, where the “groundlings” stood beneath the scaffolding at 
the rear of the courtyard and the more affluent spectators sat on 
benches in the galleries and roared or hurled gold or overripe 
vegetables at the thespians. 

Because of the prejudice of the London city fathers against 
theaters, they had to be situated in what were called “Liberties,” 
or districts not under the control of the Municipal Auditoriums. 

The pit and the front of the stage were open to the sky; actors 
and groundlings were often rained upon. Despite this, the theater 
became such a vital thing to the British of the day that a preacher, 
the Rev. John Stockwood, wrote in 1578: “Will not a filthy play 


with the blast of a trumpet sooner call thither a thousand than | 


an hour’s tolling of the bell ring to the sermon a hundred?” And 
when the Globe Theater was burned, they said: 


but wood and straw. Only one man had his breeches set on fire, 


that would perhaps have broiled him if he had not, by the benefit 


of a provident wit, put it out with a bottle of ale.” 

There is nothing material in the Penthouse Theater to perish, 
but a little circle of light and a few pieces of furniture. The rest 
is human—the cast, and the citizens and courtiers who should 


crowd into it as if there were a costumed trumpeter on the roof | 


of the Ansley Hotel.

planning, food selection, food 
storage and preparation. 

POOR HABITS PREVALENT 


Sixty-four families composed 


of 239 mén, women, and children 


were checked and weighed be- 
fore the study started. Only 
28% were eating sufficient food! 
Apparently little attention was 
paid to proper balance in meals. 
Menus were planned around 
family likes and dislikes rather 
than their needs. 


During the research study, bal- 
anced daily menus were fur- 
nished all families. Homemakers 
were taught proper cooking and 
storage of foods. Correct cooking 
utensils with straight sides and 
flat bottoms were provided. 


IMPROVED RESULTS 


at the end of the one year 
study everyone reported they 
felt better, looked better, did 
not get as irritated, noticed less 
fatigue and had fewer colds. The 
right foods properly cooked, had 
had definite results.

Consequently, even the suggestion one of his freshmen would refuse to play in a game was enough 


to send the good general into a fit which would 
probably end up by him grabbing the poor un- 
fortunate by the heels and slinging him clear 
across the Tennesee River which borders the 
Vol practice field. 


But it is a fact there is a sophomore 
at Tennessee who refused to play in a fresh- 
man game and, to this date, he hasn’t yet 
been flung across the river or otherwise suf- 
fered bodily harm at the hands of his coach. 
And therein, as far as I'm concerned, lies the 
best story of this and perhaps many other 
football seasons. 


It started when a young tailback named 
Harold Payne, of Pensacola, Fla., pored over a 
dozen or more offers from football colleges and 
finally decided upon Tennessee, signing neces- 
Sary papers to indicate his choice. 

He reported to Knoxville and was the hard- 
est worker on the freshman squad during the 
week but when games rolled around, Mr. Payne 
took off for parts unknown. Asked about it, he 
explained he might want to go some place else 
and participation in a game would prevent this. 


The General immediately ordered his de- 
parture, but Payne wouldn’t go, and an- 
other look at him on the practice field was 
enough to make even Neyland relent just a 
bit. Then, too, ‘assistant coaches interceded 
in Payne’s behalf. 

However. when [Ike Peel, an assistant, 
scouted Ole Miss in one of its games last 
season and spied Payne on the Rebel bench, 
an interesting spectator, Mr. Neyland could 
stand it no longer. He ordered Burr West, 
another assistant, to locate young Mr. Payne 
immediately and give him exactly 15 min- 
utes to pack his personal belongings and 
take off for anywhere. 


Boge hastily did as he was told, but Payne 
said: 

“I don’t want to leave. I like it here. At 
least,” he continued, “I ain’t leaying until I talk 
to the General.” 

Now, the mere idea of facing Mr. Bob Ney- 
land under such circumstances is enough to give 
most 18-year-old kids butterflies in the stomach, 
nervous prostration and an acute attack of 
anemia. 

But not Payne. He went to the General and 
repeated his desire to stay. 


“How can you fire a guy like that?” 
Neyland asked helplessly. “So I told him I 
had paid for his room and his matriculation 
fees and I couldn’t get the money back. So 
he could stay but, if he wanted to eat, he 
would have to wait on the tables in the play- 
ers’ dining hall. 

“Well,” Neyland continued, “that’s just 
what he did. He was the only football player 


we had doing that job and he didn’t mind it 
a bit. He worked hard on the field and 
Jim Thompson, who manages our training 
table, told me has was the best waiter he 
ever had. 


“After Christmas holidays, Payne came to me 
and asked if he still had to wait on tables. If 
I had told him yes, he would have gone on 
about it without any protest. But I told him I 
would give him one more chance. And right 
now, he’s the hardest working, most popular boy 
on the squad. He’s always smiling and never 
makes excuses. 
I’m still holding my tongue in my cheek.” 

Payne is one of the three great sopohmore 
prospects on the Vol roster. Another is an 18- 
year-old, 200-pound fullback named Gordon Po- 
lofsky, and the third is the talk of the Ten- 
nessee hills, Wingback Bert Rechichar, 195, 6-1, 
and 19 years of age. 

They have been terming the latter the best 
wingback here since Bob Foxx, and here’s Ney- 
land’s answer to a direct question: 


“He’s a great prospect. I won’t say he’ll 
be a better wingback than Foxx, but he will 
be if he has the same determination. He’s 
bigger and faster than Foxx. He can kick- 
off, kick extra points, pass, run, catch the 
ball, and probably is our best defensive 
back.” 

That should be enough of a convincer. 


Sixty percent of the Tennessee squad is made 
up of sophomores. Neyland figures they will 
play at least half the time on both offense and 
defense. \ 


He is still experimenting with the two-platoon 
system and says he has not yet fully made up 
his mind whether to use it or not. 


The General speaks frankly about his team 
this season. He wasn’t too happy the day I saw 
him because of a bad showing in a scrimmage. 


“I can’t be as bad a coach as these fellows 
made me look last Saturday,” he said. “They 
put on a completely sloppy and flabby perform- 
ance. I only hope it is a temporary situation.” 

But then he continued: “I won’t be -satisfied 
if we win half our games. I won’t be satisfied 
if we do as well as last year. In fact, I won't 
be satisfied if we win them all. You know me 
too well for that. 

“I honestly think our team will be faster, 
stronger and more numerous than last year. Po- 
tentially, it is far beyond our 1948 brand in a 
great many respects. 


“But it is also greener and will make more | 


mistakes.” : 

That, to me, just about sums it up. The Vols 
have one of the most contagious spirits of any 
school I have visited, and in my books, that is 
the sign of a good football team.

On Noronic 
Fire Told 


‘Passengers Had 
- Plenty of Time, 
But No Warning 


CLEVELAND — (UP) —A 
story that flatly contradicts 


other reports of the speed of 
the fire on the Noronic was 
told yesterday by a survivor. 
Latest figures show 127 died 
in the fire last Saturday. 

Mrs. Phyllis Martz, of Cleve- 
land, said the passengers 
should have had plenty of 
time to get off the burning) 
ship. 

Mrs. Martz had made several 
trips on the Noronic. Her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Harriett Stewart, and 
her four-year-old granddaughter, 
Pamela Stewart, were with her on 
the Noronic’s last voyage. 

_ “There was never any alarm 
sounded inside the ship. The only 
whistle that was blown was by a 
ship that backed away from ours. 

“Nobody on our deck did any- 
thing about getting passengers out. 

“There was a period of about 
20 minutes when passengers could 
have been aroused and guided off 
the ship,” Mrs. Martz.said. “I am 
sure that I was the first passenger 
on deck (my cabin was 150) to de 
tect a fire on board. 

“All three of us were asleep in 
the room. Something awoke me— 
not shouting, just something. I lay 
in bed and thought I smelled ome-s 
thing. I stepped out in the hall. 
There was a very faint smell of 
smoke. 

“I stepped back in my room and 
awoke my daughter. I put on a 
robe and stepped down the hall. 
At the other end there were the 
showers and linen room. I saw 
what I thought was smoke. 

“A bell boy was trying to get a 
hose down from the wall. I told 
my daughter there was a fire and 


we'd better get out. When we | 


stepped out, there were little 
tongues of flames around the 
stairway and the linen room. The 
flames ‘seemed to be coming down 
the stairs. 

“The bell boy was struggling to 


“We walked down the stairs 
and across the gangway to the 
dock. There was no one around 
except the bell boy. There was 
only a little smoke. 

“We stood on the dock lookin 
up at the ship for five minutes an 
my daughter said she felt foolish 
coming out there in the middle 
of the night. Then we saw flames 
inside the ship along our deck. 


“Then there were flames on the 
deck above, and we could see 
them creeping along from room to 
room. By that time the whole top 
of the ship was aflame. 

“Then people began jumping 
and coming down ropes.”

A STEEL STRIKE © 
1S NOT JUSTIFIED 


Philip Murray, President of the United Steelworkers of America 
(CIO), threatens a steel strike on September 25, 1949. Why? 
imply because we and other steel companies will not bow 
to his unreasonable demand that unless we now agree in 
advance to the recommendations of the Presidential Steel 
Board, the Union will not resume collective bargaining with 
us. Before the Presidential Steel Board was established, the 
President of the United States gave express assurance that 
the recommendations of the Board would not be binding upon 
either party. It was upon that understanding that United States 


steel appeared before the Board. 


United States Steel has several times notified the Union of 
its willingness now to resume collective bargaining with the 
Union for the purpose of attempting to arrive at some mutually 
satisfactory solution of all the issues in dispute. Collective 
bargaining is the method established by law for the nego- 
tiation of labor contracts. We renew such offer to resume 


collective bargaining with the Union. 


United States Steel has already stated its willingness to join 
with the Union in a joint study of pensions, such study to be 
concluded by March 1, 1950, if possible, so that there may then 
be intelligent bargaining over a pension program. Further- 
more, United States Steel previously has stated its willingness 
now to negotiate with the Union for a contributory program of 
social insurance, toward the cost of which United States Steel 
will contribute up to 4 cents an hour as its proper share. 


If a strike occurs, the Union must-assume the responsibility.
